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PREFACE 

In undertaking the review of a text, the reader is certain 
to feel a greater share of initial confidence in it, if he knows 
that the book has not only been subjected to a thorough 
test in the class room but has actually been developed there. 
This confidence may be claimed in the fullest measure for 
Progressive Lessons in German. 

The aim of these Lessons is to present German as a living 
language. The pupil is expected to attain a speaking, as 
well as a reading, knowledge of it. To accomplish this, it 
is necessary that the work in the class room be done prin- 
cipally in German so as to afford the proper ear-training. 
A careful collection of easy colloquial expressions has been 
made. These are introduced regularly. 

The Oral, Written and Reading Exercises are maintained 
upon the same plane. Hence, when the pupil is attacking 
moderately complicated sentences in his reading, he will not 
be lingering still, in the oral work, over such phrases as "The 
father and the mother/' "The berry and the cherry." 

Some of the essentials of grammar are presented. The 
method of doing so is not, however, that of the purely gram- 
matical. The reason for the introduction of this material 
is based upon the conviction that, in general, with pupils old 
enough to employ a text of this character, progress will 
be proportional to effort, provided that the fundamentals of 
grammar be presented simultaneously with their appearance 
in the matter used for purposes of instruction. This statement

is not to be taken as applying to idiomatic phrases or to 
those common colloquial expressions which may be used 
correctly in spite of the fact that the pupil may be unable 
to explain the syntax of a single word involved. 

The unique feature of the book is found in the separation 
of the declension of the singular from that of the plural. 
Part I deals with the singular of nouns and the use of the 
cases both with and without prepositions. The personal 
pronouns are given in full. In Part II will be found especial 
emphasis upon the plural. In approaching the work upon 
the plural of nouns, the pupil will be required to learn at 
that time merely, 

(1) the plural form of the noun involved, 

(2) the declension of the definite article in the plural, and 

(3) that the dative plural ending is invariably n. 

Incidentally, the gender of the noun will be reviewed. It 
will be observed that in this book, besides the considera- 
tion of the sentence as basal, the gender of nouns has also 
some such claim.

SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS 

Lesson 1. — All German nouns, regardless of their posi- 
tion in an expression, are spelled with a capital. 

As one of the chief difficulties in acquiring German re- 
lates to the gender of nouns, the teacher must lay special 
stress upon the learning of the proper definite article with 
every noun when introduced. The expression for chair 
should be taught, not as ©till)!, but as Der ©tufyL 

The pupils' attention should be called to the frequent 
similarities between English and German words; for exam- 
ple: ©tufyl and stool, guten aWorgen, Lesson 2; Slpfet, tyier, 
Lesson 3; id), bieS, Lesson 4; unb, Lesson 5; SDtann, Lesson 6. 

Lesson 4. — 35te$ is here substituted for 35a$ in the ex- 
pression $)a$ ift cin —  

Lesson 5. — The attention of the pupils should be called 
to the harmony between the definite article bcr and the 
personal pronoun er. A similar harmony will be noted be- 
tween Me and fie, Lesson 8; and between ba$ and e$, Les- 
son 11.

Lesson 6. — ©tnb, first and third person plural present 
indicative of fern. 
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Lesson 7. — In teaching the conjugation work of this 
lesson to younger pupils, the teacher may resort to the de- 
vice of pointing first to herself (3$ bin flctn), then to a 
pupil (35u btft fleitt), then to a boy, then to a girl.

— The teacher is advised to construct a chart 
of convenient size, the appearance of which will be similar 
to the columns of nouns in Lesson 11. This will be found 
especially helpful in securing from younger pupils rapidity 
in the oral work. The lists should be supplemented as new 
nouns are introduced. It is advisable to continue the use 
of this chart to approximately the forty-fifth lesson. 

Lesson 10. — Note here the first use of ba$, the neuter 
singular form of the definite article. The corresponding in- 
definite article is em, the same as the masculine nominative.

The teacher must 
direct the oral work in the succeeding lessons so as to avoid 
those negative answers which properly demand Jfeitu For 
fern, see Lesson 26. 

Lesson 11. — The lesson-plan of Lesson 45 may be adopted. 
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Lesson 13. — At this point the teacher must be careful 
to avoid the use of masculine nouns as direct objects. The 
treatment of ben and einen occurs in Lesson 20. See note, 
Lesson 20. 

Lesson 20. — The forms of the articles which the pupil 
has learned up to this point have served, for the feminine 
and neuter nouns, as the articles of both the nominative 
and accusative cases. It will be recalled that the masculine 
forms have been used only in the nominative. (See note, 
Lesson 13.) From the pupil's point of view, therefore, the 
forms ben and einen are exceptions to a rule upon which he 
may have presumed, viz.: that the definite article forms 
which he has learned are to be serviceable with either the 
subject or with the direct object. The teacher will very 
likely encounter less difficulty in teaching the forms ben and 
einen, to younger pupils at least, if these forms are treated 
as exceptions. £aben and tootten will be, for a time, the only 
verbs employed which require a direct object, and hence the 
only ones with which ben and einen will be used. 

Pronounce ben like the English word Dane.
